With a view to provide social security by way of financial 
assistance to young widows who are otherwise without any means 
of assistance , the Government of Goa is hereby pleased to make 
the following Rules, namely: 

1. Short title , commencement and application : (1) These 
rules may be called the “ Goa Financial Assistance to Young 
Widows Rules, 1996 ” .
